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NURSING NOTES 
FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE MEMORIAL. 

HE two committees formed in connection 
with a memorial to Florence Nightingale, one 
resenting the chief London hospitals, the other 
ed through Miss McCall, to found an Empire 
morial, have, we are glad to say, amalga- 
ted, and at a recent meeting an executive com- 
ttee was formed. Various ideas have been 
bmitted, and we understand that it is likely 
one form of memorial will be what we have 
iys advocated, the founding of annuities for 
es, probably of the value of £50 a year, 
‘rved for those who are in need and have held 
higher posts in the nursing world, such as 
trons and sisters. It is time that an organised 
skilled profession such as nursing should have 
benevolent fund for those who, through no 

t of their own, have fallen on evil days. 

NAVAL RESERVE OF NURSES. 

VE are informed that the new scheme for pro- 
ting a naval nurses’ reserve is meeting with 
it success, and has been cordially encouraged 
most of the large London and provincial hos- 
ls, the force needed (250) having been almost 
promised. About twenty or thirty protests 
been received from private nurses not 
the staff of any hospital urging that the 
thod employed did not permit of individual 
triotism, but it was finally decided by the 
miralty that more security would be felt if 








each hospital supplied what nurses it could in 
case of need, as then the vacant places could be 
filled by nurses from the private staffs, only hos- 
pitals with private nursing staffs having been 
appealed to. The naval authorities felt that in- 
dividual nurses, however willing and patriotic, 
could not possibly desert a private patient at a 
moment’s notice without being able to fill their 
places, which in the case of institutional work 
could always be done. This difficulty, however, 
has been met in the case of the Territorial Ser- 
vice by having extra nurses, so that no nurse 
who is engaged on a critical case would be called 
upon to leave it. 
DISTRICT LOAN CUPBOARDS. 

Most district associations have found how in- 
valuable is a “loan cupboard” of appliances, 
blankets, and so on for poor patients ; others would 
have one if they could, but it is hard to stock 
one in a poor district ;, Where funds are not easily 
collected. Here is an idea from Germany which 
might well be of service. In a small district of 
Schleswig-Holstein, a family named Jacobsen 
had the misfortune to lose their only daughter, 
Margarette, after a long illness. The parents, 
who nursed her devotedly during this period, 
learnt to appreciate the boon of many appli- 
ances, comforts, &c., necessary for the invalid, 
and the daughter herself begged them to supply 
the sick of the parish with articles likely to be 
needed.. On her death they carried out her 
wishes by presenting the village with a chest con 
taining all kinds of such articles, under the name 
of “ Margaret’s gift,” in memory of their daughter. 
The usefulness of the gift was soon apparent, 
and the idea rapidly spread until now nearly 
every district in Schleswig-Holstein has its chest 
or cupboard containing requisites for sick nursing, 
which, moreover, are constantly being supple- 
mented by new gifts as occasion requires. What 
a splendid memorial to a loved one! 

LICENSING OF AGENCIES. 

Some misunderstanding still seems to exist with 
regard to the new regulations for London employ 
ment agencies as regards nurses. All agencies 
supplying nurses or finding employment for nurses 
and charging a commission or fee (including co- 
operations in which commissions are deducted) 
must be registered and open to inspection; but 
this does not apply to institutions such as hos- 
pital private staffs, where a fixed salary is paid 
to the nurses, or such as the Midwives’ Institute, 
which does find work for members, but 
does not charge any fee. The whole and sole 
object of the by-law is that where a fee is charged 
to a nurse seeking work or deducted from her pay 
when she has secured it, the institution in ques- 
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to ; liable to have its books examined, as a test 
of its bona fides A typical case came up at the

Perhaps the most typical example of this « 
of water is that of Baru, which, moreover, pOs- 
sesses the only really hot spring in England, and 
as a resort has an advantage over all others famed 
for their thermal waters, in that its surroundings 
enable it to be visited with advantage all the year 
round. It lies in the hollow of a ring of hills, so 
that the patients have a choice of a considerable 
range of elevation suitable to the different seasons 
year. The temperature of the waters is 
from 104° F. to 120° F., the total solids contained 
in them being about two per 1,000. Its 
waters are markedly radio-active, a quality pos- 
sessed in some degree by a good many springs 
What value is to be attached to it is not 
certain, but whatever it may be Bath has an ad 
vantage, since its waters re naturally of a tem 
perature suitable for baths and there need be no 
material interference with this delicate quality ol 
radio-activity by artificially raising the tempera 
ture of the water. Very elaborate arrangements 
are made for its use in the form of baths. It is 
also administered internally under the name of 
Sulis water, this being the ordinary water plus 
carbonic acid.

conditions of the larynx and bronchi by sprays 
The special prid ol Ems lies in its success in 
treating chronic bronchitis in persons ol gouty 
diathesis. Its waters, which are well aerated, are 
also much used in cystitis and various gouty con 
ditions in weakly persons. Good results are also 
claimed in some cases of albuminuria, and one of 
its many springs has an old reputation in cases of 
sterility. It is not a good place to go to in the 
height of a hot summer, though access to the tops 
of the surrounding hillsides is now easy. 

The waters of Roy AT, though their general con- 
stitution places them in the alkaline class, are 
also ferruginous, and contain traces of arsenic and 
lithium. There are several springs, the best 
known of them being St. Mart. St. Victor. and 
Source César. It has been stated of them as a 
whole that their mineral constitution almost pr 
cisely resembles that of human blood, and that
